Flags of true to the rebel lines are be- 
coming almost of daily ooourrence; what it I 
all means deponent sayeih not, but I do think 1 
we are getting a little to friendly to last j 
long. There has been but one visible effect 
that I have notloed, and that Is the ex- I 
change of eighteen prisoners, which took 
place ou the Idth Inst. During the above 
exchanging an accident occurred that ia to 
bo regretted. While the fiag of tmee was 
going toward Tatewell with the Secesh 
prisoners, a regiment which had been sent 
out on a scout, not knowing of the flag of 
truce coming, and having heard of a party 
of Secesh cavalry having been seen on that ' 
road that day, very naturally, thought, 
when they heard them approaching, they 
were the same. So the regiment took their 
position on the side of the road and watched i 
for tbeir approach, whioh was not long, 
and as they came up, they let into them, 
and it was the greateat wonder in the 
world that tho whole party was not 
exterminated on the spot; but as It was, 
only two of the secesh prisoners were killed 
on the ground, and several more wounded, 
together with Capt. Lyons, of the Engineer 
Corps, and Lieut. Col. Kegwin, of the 
Forty-ninth Indiana, of Jeffersonville, both 
of whom were only bruised by being thrown 
from their horses, wluch became perfectly 
frantic when the firing commenced. CoL 
Kegwin’s horse was shot in three different 
places, and has since died from the effects. 
Capt. Lyons was very mnoh bruised about 
the head and shoulJera, but it is hoped he 
will recover from the effects before long. 
Col. Kegwin will be himself again in a few 
days. 

For about ten days past the mail has 
been entirely deranged; we suppose it is 
on aoeount of John Morgan having been on 
the road between here and Lexington.

The 
sick or dying soldier turns upon his lied, 
with a sigh for home and the dear ones he 
has left there, and the stalwart man goes 
through his daily duty with cheerfulness 
and alacrity; but when night comes and he 
lies upon his pallet, his thoughts turn 
to home, and his heart pants to get at 
those who have ruihlessly endeavored to 
break up the Government to which he is 
so muoh attached. Is there no cruelty In 
protracting this state of things? Does not 
i charity and humanity — to say nothing of 
i restoring the Government — plead for some 
i plan to bring more speedily to a close this 
[ unhallowed and wicked strife? The sooner 
ended, the least suffering. And if the end 
oan be atuined sooner by survation than 
bloodshed, in God's name let the policy bo 
adopted. 

When the Mississippi river is in our pos- 
session, the supply of meat will be entirely 
cut off, os Texas is the only point where 
not only tbe army, but the inhabiUnts \\ ho 
are not in the army, can obtain their sup- 
plies. Congregate them as much as possi- 
ble, and tbeir waste becomes the greater, 
and their supplies are the sooner used up. 
In this way, to^ will the sver-annoying and 
never-ending negro question be settled. 
Send tbeir negroes with them. They are 
theirs, and to them they should look for 
something to eat and wear. Weoannotu.se 
them. They are drones in our campa, eat- 
ing the suj^lies which are sent for patri- 
otic soldiers. Let them go with their masters 
and help them chew their cud of treason. As 
it is now, the maaters run off and leave thedr 
lazy, half-clothed negroes to do the best 
they can.
